Saigon tonight as U.S. and South 
Vietnamese forces resumed of- 
fensive operations after a 24- 
hour truce for the start of the 
lunar new year. 


Allied infantrymen resumed 


some 60 operations they had in- 
terrupted briefly for the new 
year festival known as Tet, and 
U.S. war planes went back into 
action. The aim was to maintain 
pressure on Viet 
Cong and

Vietnamese 
forces 
so 


they could not repeat the Tet of- 
fensive which gave the allies 
such a setback last February. 


The allied truce ended at 6 


p m. Saigon time, and 22 min- 
utes later waves of B52s were 
dropping tons of explosives only 
31 miles north of Saigon on the 
fringes of Communist War Zone 
D. Seven miles west of the capi- 
tal, smaller American 
fighter- 


bombers attacked a Viet Cong 
bunker complex.

American artillery opened fire 
on enemy troop concentrations 
near Kontum City 45 seconds 
after the truce ended. 


Military spokesmen said the 


allies would ignore the rest of 
the seven-day Viet Cong cease- 
fire, which runs until 7 a.m. Sat- 
urday, just as they ignored the 
first 35 hours of it.

128 of these incidents occurred 
during the first 18 hours of the 
allied truce, including an at- 
tempt early today by hundreds 
of North Vietnamese to overrun 
a U.S. Marine artillery base 
near the Laotian border. 


During the allied truce, U.S. 


headquarters said, eight Ameri- 
cans were killed and 71 wound- 
ed, while American forces killed 
at least 96 of the enemy and 
captured seven. 


South Vietnamese 
headquar- 


ters announced that 16 govern- 
ment soldiers had been killed 
and 86 wounded since 7 a.m. 
Saturday. 
A spokesman 
said 


government troops killed 110 en- 
emy soldiers and captured 61 
during the same period. 


The spokesman accused the 


enemy of taking advantage of 
the cease-fire although many of 
their attacks were on allied re- 
connaissance forces, which the 
Viet Cong had indicated they 
would consider a violation of the 
truce. While allied offensive op- 
erations were halted during the

added: "During the 24-hour pe- 
riod of a normal day without a 
cease-fire, there are from eight 
to 32 enemy initiated incidents 
against South V i e t n a m e s e 
forces.

Turkey Has Several

Numerous Clashes Result From 
6th Fleet Ships' Stop in Istanbul 


The Portuguese colony of Ma- 


cao is 40 miles across the mouth 
of the Pearl River estuary from 
Hong Kong and on an island just 
off the Chinese mainland. China 
claims a 12-mile limit to its ter- 
ritorial waters, and the sea 
route between the two colonies 
thus lies in Chinese waters, but 
ferries sail regularly along the 
route without interference. 


The six yachts set out Satur- 


day, anchored for the night of 
an island midway between Hong 
Kong and Macao, and resumed 
the voyage Sunday. Then they 
became separated in thick fog

after a week's visit in Istanbul 
marred by anti-American dem- 
onstrations that left two dead 
and hundreds injured.

Montreal six black students from the West 
Indies accused a biology professor of dis- 
criminating against them by giving them 
low marks. The university administration 
agreed to investigate, and named a special 
faculty committee to assess the complaints. 
But the black students, and other student 
activists who found the case to be a con- 
venient cause celebre, then protested about 
the make-up of the investigating commit- 
tee. About 200 students occupied the uni- 
versity's computer center on the ninth floor 
of a building, and stayed there for two 
weeks. During that period the university 
administration 
issued several orders for 


them to quit the building, but nothing 
happened. 


Finally Acting Principal Douglas Clarke 


called in city police. The frtudents 
we 


pvicted. and about 80 were arrested. But 
not until the students had wrecked the 
school's SI.6 million computer center. They 
destroyed two computers with axes and set 


fire to the building Authorities estimated 
it would take eight months to restore the 
computer center to normal operation. 


"I think the time for generosity is 


u\er," Clarke then declared. His remark 
should certainly be entered in the competi- 
tion for understatement of the era as far 
as campus disorders arc concerned. 


The tactics of the Montreal students are 


illustrative of those being waged at cam- 
puses across the country. When one de- 
mand produces results, another one is 
posed. The object is not to arrive at any 
solution of a problem, but to bring the 
university to a halt. The Montreal students 
merely chose the most expensive possible 
way of accomplishing this result. 


The Montreal case should prove once 


and for all that university administrators 
cannot temporize with such demands. They 
may have thought that by waiting for two 
weeks the students would get tired and go 
way, but all they achieved by waiting was 
the destruction of the computer center. 


Smoking Lounges in Schools 


The suggestion by a member of the 


Appleton Board of Education that rooms 
be set aside in the high schools as a smok- 
ing lounge for students is being repeated 
in many parts of the country. 


Some time ago St. Louis University 


High School, a private school, made such a 
provision and more recently the public 
Southwest High School in St. Louis has 
provided a lounge, complete with psyche- 
delic paintings and plenty of ash trays. In 
general such lounges have been included 
along with new open study plans in which 
students may choose to spend their free 
time in the library, in the cafeteria where 
some food can be purchased all day, or in 
the smoking lounge. 


But the 
programs 
have also been 


adopted for practical rather than permissive 
reasons In most schools smoking is pro- 
hibited on the school grounds although 
authorities estimate that at least 10 per 
cent and probably more senior high school 
students smoke. The smoking is often done 
in the rest rooms or in stair wells and 
obviously constitutes a fire as well as a litter 
hazard. The job of policing buildings to 
prevent such illegal puffs is prohibitive, at 
least in the larger schools. The assistant 
principal at Southwest argues further that 
"there are only two \\ays to deal with stu- 
dent smoking — accept it as a fact and 
make provisions to keep it under supervi- 
sion, or forbid it and enforce the prohibi- 
tion ... I estimate that to enforce a smok- 
ing ban we'd have to expel 30-50 students a 
year. I don't think that's why we're in busi- 
ness." 


But while it is obvious that school offi- 


cials cannot prevent smoking off campus 
and apparently with great difficulty on 
campus, there is another factor. Research 
increasingly demonstrates the health haz- 
ards of cigarette smoking and the Federal 
Communications Commission has gone so 
far as to suggest a ban on television and 
radio advertising of cigarettes. Does the 
setting up of high school smoking lounges 
actually encourage teen-agers to • smoke 
since it appears to give the tacit encourage- 
ment of the authorities? If so, it can hardly 
be considered a responsible exercise of 
authority. 


There is also the matter of laws. Mis- 


souri prohibits minors from smoking in 
public places but school authorities argue 
that schools are not really public in that 
sense. And there are bound to be com- 
plaints that since such teen-agers neck and 
drink beer, that suitable provisions should 
be set up for those pastimes as well. 


There has been what we consider the 


healthy trend of inviting more responsi- 
bility from high school students by giving 
them more responsibility. This is not en- 
tirely a permissive point of view. It de- 
pends upon the changing sources of au- 
thority in the country as a whole. There 
must be authority and acceptance of it but 
it no longer rests only upon force and 
tradition as far as young people are con- 
corned.

Europe's Fears of the U. S. 


President Nixon's trip to Europe ob- 


Mously is aimed at restoring some confi- 
dence on that continent in the United States 
as an ally and to stimulate the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization to be "held 
together now and strengthened by a com- 
mon sense of purpose." 
The American 


concentration has been so much upon our 
troubles in Vietnam that Europe was feel- 
ing neglected 


But the President's decision to visit 


Europe may also reflect his opinion that 
Europe is not in as stable a position as it 
may appear from the outside. Certainly 
this is the opinion of J. J. Servan-Schrciber 
whose book. The American Challenge, 
warns of the threat to Europe from the 
United States. 


Servan-Schreiber. 
publisher-editor of 


L'Exprcss, docs not see the threat as a 
military one or even of great amounts of 
American capital. Nor does he bother with 
worry about American slang expressions 
creeping into the French language or Presi- 
dent de Gaulle's efforts to build a nuclear 
force and keep Great Britain out of the 
Common Market 
The challenge instead 


comes from what he sees to be the Ameri- 
can ability at oigamzation "Modern power 
is based on the capacity for innovation, 
which is research, and the capacity to 
transform inventions into finished products, 
which is technology. The wealth \\c seek 
does not he in the earth or in numbers of 
men or in machines, but in the human 
spirit. And particularly in the ability of 
men to think and to create " 


The American influence in Europe. 


Servan-Schreiber sees as the result of the 
failure in Europe to break from old tradi- 
tions, "the fetishisms of precepts passed 
down from father to son. the weight of 


routine, the divme right of authority, and 
the unjustified priority of flair over sys- 
tematic thought " And although the United 
States still has a long way to go in making 
opportunities equal for all citizens, Servan- 
Schreiber sees the egalitarian drive, espe- 
cially in the field of education, as basic to 
our influence and success. He warns that 
"fifteen years from now it is quite possible 
that the world's third great industrial 
power, just after the United States and 
Russia, will not be Europe, but American 
industry in Europe." 


Americans may consider such a state of 


affairs as beneficial. But there is the dan- 
ger of arrogance and pride, which our 
military might inspired to lead us into the 
bog of Vietnam 
Our Marshall Plan was 


conceived to rebuild Europe after World 
War II in part because we didn't want to 
stand alone against the Soviet Union. The 
economic help of a strong, unified Europe 
is essential if the underdeveloped nations 
of the world are to evolve from their 
misery. 


The development of Japan tends to bear 


out Servan-Schreiber's ideas. Japan was 
able to cast off the traditions that stifled 
innovation and it is obviously the leading 
nation of Asia The "brain drain" to the 
United States is also evidence of the ste- 
rility in so many other countries 


President Nixon's trip will not suddenly 


encourage Europeans to follow Servan- 
Schreiber's advice. Indeed, it is aimed 
more at renewing friendships and giving 
the appearance of unity before the Presi- 
dent meets with the Russians about arms 
control and the dangers of direct confronta- 
tions But it does indicate the importance 
of Europe's role and continued develop- 
ment which President Nixon must believe.

I w a s 
startled 
by the 


abruptness with which Presi- 
dent Nixon, at his first press 
conference, d i s m i s s e d the 
question of American policy 
towards Red China. I am not 
one of those Machiavellians 
wno believe we should delib- 
erately try to play the Chinese 
ofi against the Russians — it 
is usually a mistake in politics 
to get too clever — but I see 
no reason why we should give 
the Soviet Union any guaran- 
tees on the subject. It seems 
to me that American national 
interest is best served by 
keeping both Moscow and Pe- 
king unsettled. Conceivably we 
might be willing at some 
future date to cooperate with 
the Soviets in containing Pe- 
king, but any such commit- 
ment should have a high price 
tag, e.g., the abandonment of 
Soviet support for the Arabs, 
Hanoi, and perhaps Castro.

As Curtis Tarr, the chair-

When the climate 
becomes too inhospitable, they 
can move, along with their 
taxpaying managers. 


It might be assumed, from 


all of the agitation about high 
property tax rates, that the 
voters who express themselves 
in a referendum will show a 
preference for the sales Tax. 
But there is" nothing certain 
about it. This is probably one 
of the reasons why Froehlich 
conceived this test. Property 
taxpaying is not universal, or 
at any rate, property tax 
liability is not universally rec- 
ognized. 


But 
everybody 
pays 
the 


sales tax and knows it. There 
is no place to hide. It is 
entirely conceivable 
that a 


sales tax alternative would be 
voted down, which would give 
the legislature a place to hang 
its 
hat, 
in a manner of 


speaking, on the school aid 
question. 


WOULD TAX EARNINGS 


But perhaps more to the 


point in the current contro- 
versy about what the state 
owes to localities, and especi- 
ally larger cities, is the Froeh- 
lich plan to permit cities to 
levy earnings taxes, not only 
on their own residents, but on 
suburbanites who make their 
living in the city and use its 
services without paying direct- 
ly for them. 


Here Mayor Maier's City of 


Milwaukee is the most illus- 
t.-ative example Milwaukee is 
ringed 
with suburbs 
which 


send thousands of earners into 
the city, contributing to its 
'ubhc service costs. Milwau- 
kee is losing such residents 
each vear, while the popula- 
tion that represents high serv- 
ice costs tends to remain to 
press ever harder on a con- 
stricting 
tax 
base, as 
the 


mayor has said so often and 
?o angrily 
He wants state 


relief for his problem. 


But Froehlich proposes to 


give him and the city a chance 
o help themselves by levying 
their own non-property tax and 
thus to force some of the 
suburbanites 
to open 
their 


purses. Would the city levy 
such a tax, on residents and 
nonresidents alike? Don't bet 
on it. What it hopes 
for, 


unreahstically, is more slate 
taxation for its benefit.

What is distinctively "new" 


abcul the new generation is 
not simply its youth, or the 
mere fact thai it is later in 
time, as a car is "new" if it is 
this year's model compared 
with last year's or the year 
before 


There is a qualitative differ- 


ence in young people, not just 
a temporal difference. 
And 


this quality can best be de- 
scribed 
in 
Maslow's 
term, 


as "self-actualizing." If you 
cannot understand this, then 
you cannot understand what 
young people are thinking and 
feeling and desiring and grop- 
ing toward. "Self-actualizing" 
means becoming who you are 
It is the highest and final slep 
in human development, and it 
has become possible for many 
people only in recent times. 


The human personality has 


certain basic biological needs 
that 
must 
be 
satisfied 
— 


hungers that must be fed, 
fears that must be allayed, 
physical demands that must 
be gratified 


After this, there are certain 


social and emotional demands 
made on, and by, the personal- 
ity — for learning, for status 
of some kind, for group identi- 
fication, for survival and sup- 
port as a social being. These 
earliest and "lower" needs 
must be at least adequately 
met before the individual can 
concern 
himself 
with other 


levels of being. 


"Self-actualization" is what 


the person wants to become 
with himself, not as a bio- 
logical creature or as a unit in 
the mechanism of his society, 
but in the very core of his 
peisonal existence — so that 
his particular life has point 
and purpose and gives expres- 
sion to values fhst are more 
tiian biologically or culturally 
determined. 


In most societies of the past, 


there has been little chance to 
do this, or even to think about 


if very much; the struggle for 
mere physical existence was 


so intense and protracted that 
the individual organism fought 
all its lifetime for mere sur- 
vival 
and equilibrium. 
It's 


higher, and distinctive, needs 
were necessarily subordinated 
to its primitive demands for 
life, for a kind of liberty, for a 
measure of security. 


It is no accident that Ihe 


most questioning and dissident 
youths today come from upper-

middle-class families, whose 
"future" within the framework 
of conventional society seems 
most assured. They do not 
want to fit into a mould, do 
not want to accept the values 
of their metier, do not want to 
become like their parents or 
their parents' friends.

was offered, I accepted quick- 
ly.

constructed, had a good heat- 
ing plant, would provide ade- 
quate space — and best of all, 
was centrally located, opposite 
Reeve Union. 


True, we had our problems 


with the building, especially 
with electrical circuits. But 
when we communicated our 
problems to the administra- 
tion, the administration re- 
sponded. Appropriate m e a s- 
ures were taken. We impro- 
vised. 


We never knew exactly how 


long we could use the old 
house. It was scheduled for 
demolition upon completion of 
the new food service building 
now under construction. Even- 
tually, the demolition time was 
set — June of 1969. So we had 
to look for new quarters. The 
former R o c k w e l l Standard 
union headquarters on High 
Ave. 
became available. We 


accepted and moved in. 


Our new quarters appear 


"plush" compared to the old 
house. But again, we must 
improvise, since the building 
was not designed for teaching 
purposes or the publication of 
an offset newspaper. We are 
over-crowded. Actually o u r 
new quarters provide l e s s 
space than t he old house on 


"I knew it would come to this. A complete dinner you spray 


down your throat!" 


Algoma. The new location is 
not as nice as that of the old 
house. 


Many of us still have nostal- 


gic feelings towards the old 
house on Algoma and wish we 
were still there. That's where 
the new journalism program 
was born.

ingredients of Brendan Behan's 
play, "The Hostage," upcoming 
production of Lawrence Univer- 
sity Theatre. 


The play will run from Wed- 


nesday t h r o u g h Wednesday, 
Feb. 26, at the Lawrence Music- 
Drama C e n t e r Experimental 
Theater. Tickets are available 
at the Center's box offices, open 
from 12:30 p.m. to 6 p.m. 


Visiting director Mesrop Kes- 


dekian, veteran of professional 
and university theater groups, 
heads the production. Kesdekian 
is producer-director 
of the 


Green Hills Summer Theatre, of 
Reading, Pa., and a former 
faculty member at 
Pennsyl- 


vania State University. 


Motley Group 


Behan's hilarious sortie into 


the streets of Dublin produces 
as motley an array of charac- 
ters as the theater has seen in 
recent years. 


Set in a brothel in late 1958, 


"The Hostage" parades a cast 
of 14 ranging from an officer of 
the I r i s h 
(I.R.A.) to 


Republican Army 
an assortment of 


whores, homosexuals, s o c i a l 
workers 
and bagpipe-blowing 


war veterans. Its plot concerns 
a British serviceman who is 
held hostage for an 
I.R.A. 


soldier condemned to death for 
shooting a policeman. 


The play and its flamboyant 


author mirror one another, and 
few holds are barred as Behan 
vents his frustration over the 
actions of the English military 
during the Suez crisis of the late 
1950s. 


As Behan himself said, "I 


our stuffiness," as one biogra- 
pher put it. 


"The Hostage," in its present 


form, is the outgrowth of sever- 
al principal productions. First 
given in Dublin in Gaelic under 
the title "An Gaill," it opened in 
London in an English version on 
Oct. 14, 1958. What had been a 
play full of good-natured blas- 
phemy and mockery of extreme 
nationalism and other absurdi- 
ties now drew the shocked 
protests of Irish patriots. 


Success Catching 


Nevertheless, "The Hostage," 


under Joan Littlewood's famed 
London Theatre Workshop, was 
a success. It was moved soon 
after to a West End theater 
where it ran successfully for a 
year. 


The B r o a d w a y production 


with an English cast opened 
3cM. 20, 1960, and played 127 
performances. An off-Broadway 
^reduction opened Dec. 12, 1961, 
and ran for 545 performances 
until March 31, 1963. A French 
reduction was presented in 
1962 by Jean Louis Barrault, 
and was added to the company's 
repertoire and repeated in the 
•ollowing season.

Here, it will be the second

Reason For Success 


Behan's success with 
"The 


Hostage" was characterized by 
a West Coast reviewer who 
wrote: "Ribald as a Restoration 
comedy, romantic as an Irish 
tenor, witty as Shaw, jabbering 
like Joyce, "The Hostage' dis- 
plays its author Brendan Behan 
as a wild Irish rogue, whose 
gifts for theatrical writing are 
the equal of anyone novr practic- 
ing." 


"The Hostage" offers what 


Kesdekian calls an "open" the- 
ater opportunity, relying as it 
does on elements of spontaneity 
and improvisation. 


During the play's Broadway 


run 
in 1960, Behan himself 


suddenly appeared on stage in 
the midst of a military inspec- 
tion scene and took his place 
among the assembled troops. 
When the 
officer 
in charge 


stopped before him and asked 
who he was, the playwright 
replied: "I'm a New York City 
policeman. I'm doing a bit of 
moonlighting." 


Full of Laughter 


Such happenings are provided 


for in a script which is full of 
laughter and even music and 
dance. Brendan, as the world 
knew him, was roguish in the 
best Irish sense. He was hard- 
drinking, deeply religious, him- 
self an endless singer, and one 
who delighted in debunking 
what he considered to be the 
overblown affectations of man- 
kind. 


He knew the real-life proto- 


types of his characters 
— 


Colette, the buxom, very friend- 
ly, very business-like lady of the 
streets; Rio Rita, the politically- 
oriented homosexual; Miss Gil- 
christ, the silly "sociable work- 
er;" and Teresa, the young and 
lovely domestic worker — and 
he wrote of them to "expose our 
hypocrisies and pretensions and

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Schoo/Shuf-Down in Montreal 


At Sir George Williams University in 


Montreal six black students from the West 
Indies accused a biology professor of dis- 
criminating against them by giving them 
low marks. The university administration 
agreed to investigate, and named a special 
faculty committee to assess the complaints. 
But the black students, and other student 
activists who found the case to be a con- 
venient cause celebre, then protested about 
the make-up of the investigating commit- 
tee. About 200 students occupied the uni- 
versity's computer center on the ninth floor 
of a building, and stayed there for two 
weeks. During that period the university 
administration issued several orders for 
them to quit the building, but nothing 
happened. 


Finally Acting Principal Douglas Clarke 


called in city police. The students wpi-e 
evicted, and about 80 were arrested. But 
not until the students had wrecked the 
school's $1.6 million computer center. They 
destroyed two computers with axes and set 


fire to the building 
Authorities estimated 


il would take eight months to restore the 
computer "-enter to normal operation. 


"I think the time for generosity is 


iner," Clarke then declared. His remark 
should certainly be entered in the competi- 
tion for understatement of the era as far 
as campus disorders arc concerned. 


The tactics of the Montreal students are 


illustrative of those being waged at cam- 
puses across the country. When one de- 
mand produces results, another one is 
posed. The object is not to arrive at any 
solution of a problem, but to bring the 
university to a halt. The Montreal students 
merely chose the most expensive possible 
way of accomplishing this result. 


The Montreal case should prove once 


and for all that university administrators 
cannot temporize with such demands. They 
may have thought that by waiting for two 
weeks the students would get tired and go 
away, but all they achieved by waiting was 
the destruction of the computer center. 


Smoking Lounges in Schools 


The suggestion by a member of the 


Appleton Board of Education that rooms 
be set aside in the high schools as a smok- 
ing lounge for students is being repeated 
in many parts of the country. 


Some time ago St. Louis University 


High School, a private school, made such a 
provision and more recently the public 
Southwest High School in St. Louis has 
provided a lounge, complete with psyche- 
delic paintings and plenty of ash trays. In 
general such lounges have been included 
along with new open study plans in which 
students may choose to spend their free 
time in the library, in the cafeteria where 
some food can be purchased all day, or in 
the smoking lounge. 


But the 
programs 
have also been 


adopted for practical rather than permissive 
reasons. In most schools smoking is pro- 
hibited on the school grounds although 
authorities estimate that at least 10 per 
cent and probably more senior high school 
students smoke. The smoking is often done 
in the rest rooms or in stair wells and 
obviously constitutes a fire as well as a litter 
hazard. The job of policing buildings to 
prevent such illegal puffs is prohibitive, at 
least in the larger schools. The assistant 
principal at Southwest argues further that 
"there are only two \\ays to deal with stu- 
dent smoking — accept it as a fact and 
make provisions to keep it under supervi- 
sion, or forbid it and enforce the prohibi- 
tion . . . I estimate that to enforce a smok- 
ing ban we'd have to expel 30-50 students a 
year. I don't think that's why we're in busi- 
ness." 


But whale it is obvious that school offi- 


cials cannot prevent smoking off campus 
and apparently with great difficulty on 
campus, there is another factor. Research 
increasingly demonstrates the health haz- 
ards of cigarette smoking and the Federal 
Communications Commission has gone so 
far as to suggest a ban on television and 
radio advertising of cigarettes. 
Does the 


setting up of high school smoking lounges 
actually encourage teen-agers to- smoke 
since it appears to give the tacit encourage- 
ment of the authorities? If so, it can hardly 
be considered a responsible exercise of 
authority. 


There is also the matter of laws. Mis- 


souri prohibits minors from smoking in 
public places but school authorities argue 
that schools are not really public in that 
sense. And there are bound to be com- 
plaints that since such teen-agers neck and 
drink beer, that suitable provisions should 
be set up for those pastimes as well. 


There has been what we consider the 


healthy trend of inviting more responsi- 
bility from high school students by giving 
them more responsibility. This is not en- 
tirely a permissive point of view. It de- 
pends upon the changing sources of au- 
thority in the country as a whole. There 
must be authority and acceptance of it but 
it no longer rests only upon force and 
tradition as far as young people are con- 
cerned.

How About a 'Big Five' Meeting 


To Include Problems in Far 


Europe's Fears of the U. S. 


President Nixon's trip to Europe ob- 


viously is aimed at restoring some confi- 
dence on that continent in the United States 
as an ally and to stimulate the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization to be "held 
together now and strengthened by a com- 
mon sense of purpose." 
The American 


concentration has been so much upon our 
troubles in Vietnam that Europe was feel- 
ing neglected. 


But the President's decision to visit 


Europe may also reflect his opinion that 
Europe is not in as stable a position as it 
may appear from the outside. Certainly 
this is the opinion of J. J. Servan-Schrciber 
whose book, The American Challenge, 
warns of the threat to Europe from the 
United States. 


Servan-Schrciber, 
publisher-editor of 


L'Exprcss, does not see the threat as a 
military one or e\en of great amounts of 
American capital. Nor does he bother with 
worry about American slang expressions 
creeping into the French language or Presi- 
dent de Gaulle's efforts to build a nuclear 
force and keep Great Britain out of the 
Common Market 
The challenge instead 


comes from what he sees to be the Ameri- 
can ability at organization "Modern power 
is based on the capacity for innovation, 
which is research, and the capacity to 
transform inventions into finished products, 
which is technology. The wealth \\c seek 
does not lie in the earth or in numbers of 
men or in machines, but in the human 
spirit. And particularly in the ability of 
men to think and to create." 


The American influence in Europe. 


Servan-Schreiber sees as the result of the 
failure in Europe to break from old tradi- 
tions, "the fetishisms of precepts passed 
down from father to son. the weight of 


routine, the divine right of authority, and 
the unjustified priority of flair over sys- 
tematic thought " And although the United 
States still has a long xvay to go in making 
opportunities equal for all citizens, Servan- 
Schreiber sees the egalitarian drive, espe- 
cially in the field of education, as basic to 
our influence and success. He warns that 
"fifteen years from now it is quite possible 
that the world's third great 
industrial 


power, just after the United States and 
Russia, will not be Europe, but American 
industry in Europe." 


Americans may consider such a state of 


affairs as beneficial. But there is the dan- 
ger of arrogance and pride, which our 
military might inspired to lead us into the 
bog of Vietnam. Our Marshall Plan was 
conceived to rebuild Europe after World 
War II in part because we didn't want to 
stand alone against the Soviet Union. The 
economic help of a strong, unified Europe 
is essential if the underdeveloped nations 
of the world are to evolve from their 
misery. 


The development of Japan tends to bear 


out Servan-Schreiber's ideas. Japan was 
able to cast off the traditions that stifled 
innovation and it is obviously the leading 
nation of Asia. The "brain drain" to the 
United States is also evidence of the ste- 
rility in so many other countries. 


President Nixon's trip will not suddenly 


encourage Europeans to follow Servan- 
Schreiber's advice. Indeed, it is aimed 
more at renewing friendships and giving 
the appearance of unity before the Presi- 
dent meets with the Russians about arms 
control and the dangers of direct confronta- 
tions But it does indicate the importance 
of Europe's role and continued develop- 
ment which President Nixon must believe.

to get too clever — but I see 
no reason why we should give 
the Soviet Union any guaran- 
tees on the subject. It seems 
to me that American national 
interest is best served by 
keeping both Moscow and Pe- 
king unsettled. Conceivably we 
might be willing at some 
future dale to cooperate with 
the Soviets in containing Pe- 
king, but any such commit- 
ment should have a high price 
tag, e.g., the abandonment of 
Soviet support for the Arabs, 
Hanoi, and perhaps Castro.

tc President dc Gaulle's call

include Far Eastern 
issues. 


This would have interesting 
repercussions: Moscow would 
have fits, de Gaulle (who 
recognized Peking) would be 
whipsawed, and, for once, the 
United States would be on Ihe 
political offensive. In addition, 
it has the merit of being an 
intelligent recognition of the 
reality of Red China. 


It is commonly said that 


American policy towards Pe- 
king was "frozen" 
by the 


"China Lobby" in Ihe Mc- 
Carthy era of the early 50's. 
There is some truth to this, 
though it might also be recall- 
ed that over a half a million 
Red Chinese were out shooling 
Americans in Korea during the 
same period, which is some 
juslification for hostility. In 
point of fact, our rhetoric has 
been far more rigid than our 
actual policies- we did not 
formally join in the negotia- 
tions over Vietnam at Geneva 
in 1954 where Peking 
was 


represented, but we were ac- 
tively "non-participating" day 
and night. Similarly, we have 
been having "non-discussions" 
with Red Chinese envoys in 
Warsaw for over a decade.

The American people, rea- 


sonably enough, expect 
the 


President of the United States 
lo be able to read a map The 
map of Asia shows a huge 
nation called China which — 
whether we like it or not — 
must be colored red. (There 
are some boundaries between 
China and the U S.S.R. which

map-maker will note are "in 
dispute.") The map also shows 
an 
island off the coast of 


China called Taiwan, which 
calls itself "China." Now Tai- 
wan, a very prosperous nation, 
fully merits recognition in the

simply isn't "China." Indeed, 
in ethnic terms it is less 
Chinese than Singapore. 


What do we have lo lose by 


reading a map of Asia

curalely? In my judgment, 
nothing. I am not arguing for 
the abandonment of Taiwan, 
only for abandoning the myth 
(which lew on Taiwan take 
seriously) that this island na- 
tion is "China." I am under no 
illusion 
thai 
recognition of 


Peking as Ihe de faclo govern- 
ment of China will result in its 
applying for membership in 
SEATO: it may well refuse lo 
recognize us! But let's start 
out with a "Big Five" meeting 
and then play the hand one 
card at a lime.

When the climate 
becomes too inhospitable, they 
can move, along with their 
taxpaying managers. 


It might be assumed, from 


all of the agitation about high 
property tax rates, that the 
voters who express themselves 
in a referendum will show a 
preference for the sales Tax. 
But there is nothing certain 
about it. This is probably one 
of the reasons why Froehlich 
conceived this test. Property 
taxpaying is not universal, or 
at any rate, property tax 
liability is not universally rec- 
ognized. 


But

sales tax and knows it. There 
is no place to hide. It is 
entirely conceivable that a 
sales tax alternative would be 
voted down, which would give 
the legislature a place to hang 
its hat, in

But perhaps more to the 


point in the current contro- 
versy about what the state 
owes to localities, and especi- 
ally larger cities, is the Froeh- 
lich plan to permit cities to 
levy earnings taxes, not only 
on their own residents, but on 
suburbanites who make their 
living in the city and use its 
services without paying direct- 
ly for them. 


Here Mayor Maier's City of 


Milwaukee is the most illus- 
t: alive example. Milwaukee is 
ringed 
with 
suburbs 
which 


send thousands of earners into 
the city, contributing to its 
'iibhc service costs. Milwau- 
kee is losing such residents 
each year, while the popula- 
tion that represents high serv- 
ice costs tends to remain to 
press ever harder on a con- 
stricting tax 
base, 
as 
the 


mayor has said so often and 
so angrily. He wants state 
relief for his problem. 


But Froehlich proposes to 


give him and the city a chance 
o help themselves by levying 
their own non-property lax and 
thus lo force some 
of the 


suburbanites

purses. Would the city levy 
such a tax, on residents and 
nonresidents alike? Don't bel 
on 
it. What it hopes for. 


unrealistically, is more stale 
taxation for its benefit.

If you 
cannot understand this, then 
you cannot understand what 
young people are thinking and 
feeling and desiring and grop- 
ing loward. "Self-actualizing" 
means becoming who you are. 
II is the highest and final step 
in human development, and it 
has become possible for many 
people only in recent times. 


The human personality has 


certain basic biological needs 
thai must 
be 
satisfied — 


hungers that must be fed, 
fears thai must be allayed, 
physical demands that must 
be gratified. 


Afler this, there arc certain 


.social and emotional demands 
made on. and by, the personal- 
ly — for learning, for status 
of some kind, for group identi- 
fication, for survival and sup- 
port as a social being. These 
earliest and "lower" needs 
must be at least adequately 
met before the individual can 
concern 
himself 
with other 


levels of being. 


"Self-actualization" is what 


the person wants to become 
with himself, not as a bio- 
logical creature or as a unit in 


I he mechanism of his society, 
but in the very core of his 
personal existence — so that 
his particular life has point 
and purpose and gives expres- 
sion to values that are more 
Mian biologically or culturally 
determined. 


In most societies of the past 


there has been little chance to 
do this, or even to think about 
it very much; the struggle for 
mere physical existence was 


so intense and protracted that 
the individual organism fought 
all its lifetime for mere sur- 
vival 
and equilibrium. It's 


higher, and distinctive, needs 
were necessarily subordinated 
to its primitive demands for 
life, for a kind of liberty, for a 
measure of security. 


It is no accident that the 


most questioning and dissident 
youths today come from upper-

middle-class families, whose 
"future" within the framework 
of conventional society seems 
most assured. They do not 
want to fit into a mould, do 
not want to accept the values 
of their metier, do not want to 
become like Uieir parents or 
their parents' friends.

School Shut-Down in Montreal 


At Sir George Williams Univeisity in 


Montreal six black students from the West 
Indies accused a biology professor of dis- 
criminating against them by giving them 
low marks. The university administration 
agreed to investigate, and named a special 
faculty committee to assess the complaints. 
But the black students, and other student 
activists who found the case to be a con- 
venient cause celebre. then protested about 
the make-up of the investigating commit- 
tee. About 200 students occupied the uni- 
versity's computer center on the ninth floor 
of a building, and stayed there for two 
weeks. During that period the university 
administration issued several orders for 
them to quit the building, but nothing 
happened. 


Finally Acting Principal Douglas Clarke 


called in city police. The students we>-e 
evicted, and about 80 were arrested. But 
not until the students had wrecked the 
school's SI.6 million computer center. They 
destroyed two computers with axes and set 


fire tu the building 
Authorities estimated 


it \umld take eight months to restore the 
computer center to normal operation. 


"I think the time for generosity is 


over," Clarke then declared. His remark 
should certainly be entered in the competi- 
tion for understatement of the era as far 
ab campus disorders arc concerned. 


The tactics of the Montreal students are 


illustrative of those being waged at cam- 
puses across the country. When one de- 
mand produces results, another one is 
posed. The object is not to arrive at any 
solution of a problem, but to bring the 
university to a halt. The Montreal students 
merely chose the most expensive possible 
way of accomplishing this result. 


The Montreal case should prove once 


and for all that university administrators 
cannot temporize with such demands. They 
may have thought that by waiting for two 
weeks the students would get tired and go 
away, but all they achieved by waiting was

Smoking Lounges in Schools 


The suggestion by a member of the 


Appleton Board of Education that rooms 
be set aside in the high schools as a smok- 
ing lounge for students is being repeated 
in many parts of the country. 


Some time ago St. Louis University 


High School, a private school, made such a 
provision and more recently the public 
Southwest High School in St. Louis has 
provided a lounge, complete with psyche- 
delic paintings and plenty of ash trays. In 
genera] such lounges have been included 
along with new open study plans in which 
students may choose to spend their free 
time in the library, in the cafeteria where 
seme food can be purchased all clay, or in 
the smoking lounge. 


But the 
programs have also been 


adopted for practical rather than permissive 
reasons. In most schools smoking is pro- 
hibited on the school grounds although 
authorities estimate that at least 10 per 
cent and probably more senior high school 
students smoke. The smoking is often done 
in the rest rooms or in stair wells and 
ob\iously constitutes a fire as well as a litter 
hazard. The job of policing buildings to 
prevent such illegal puffs is prohibitive, at 
least in the larger schools. The assistant 
principal at Southwest argues further that 
"there are only two ways to deal with stu- 
dent smoking — accept it as a fact and 
make provisions to keep it under supervi- 
sion, or forbid it and enforce the prohibi- 
tion ... I estimate that to enforce a smok- 
ing ban we'd have to expel 30-50 students a 
year. I don't think that's why we're in busi- 
ness. 


dais cannot prevent smoking off campus 
and apparently with great difficulty on 
campus, there is another factor. Research 
increasingly demonstrates the health haz- 
ards of cigarette smoking and the Federal 
Communications Commission has gone so 
far as to suggest a ban on television and 
radio advertising of cigarettes. 
Does the 


setting up of high school smoking lounges 
actually encourage teen-agers to • smoke 
since it appears to give the tacit encourage- 
ment of the authorities? If so, it can hardly 
be considered a responsible exercise of 
authority. 


There is also the matter of laws. Mis- 


souri prohibits minors from smoking in 
public places but school authorities argue 
that schools are not really public in that 
sense. And there are bound to be com- 
plaints that since such teen-agers neck and 
drink beer, that suitable provisions should 
be set up for those pastimes as well. 


There has been what we consider the 


healthy trend of inviting more responsi- 
bility from high school students by giving 
them more responsibility. This is not en- 
tirely a permissive point of view. It de- 
pends upon the changing sources of au- 
thority in the country as a whole. There 
must be authority and acceptance of it but 
it no longer rests only upon force and 
tradition as far as young people are con- 
corned.

President Nixon's trip to Europe ob- 


viously is aimed at restoring some confi- 
dence on that continent in the United States 
as an ally and to stimulate the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization to be "held 
together now and strengthened by a com- 
mon sense of purpose." 
The American 


concentration has been so much upon our 
troubles in Vietnam that Europe was feel- 
ing neglected. 


But the President's decision to visit 


Europe may also reflect his opinion that 
Europe is not in as stable a position as it 
may appear from the outside. Certainly 
this is the opinion of J. J. Servan-Schrciber 
whose book, The American Challenge, 
warns of the threat to Europe from the 
United States. 


Servan-Schreiber. 
publisher-editor of 


L'Exprcss, 
docs not see the threat as a 


military one or even of great amounts of 
American capital. Nor does he bother with 
worry about American slang expressions 
creeping into the French language or Presi- 
dent de Gaulle's efforts to build a nuclear 
force and keep Great Britain out of the 
Common Market 
The challenge instead 


comes from what he sees to be the Ameri- 
can ability at oiganization "Modern power 
is based on the capacity for innovation, 
which is research, and the capacity to 
transform inventions into finished products, 
which is technology. The wealth we seek 
does not he in the earth or in numbers of 
men or in machines, but in the human 
spirit 
And particularly in the ability of 


men to think and to create " 


The American influence in Europe. 


Servan-Schreiber sees as the result of the 
failure in Europe to break from old tradi- 
tions, "the fetishisms of precepts passed 
down from father to son. the weight of 


routine, Ihe divine right of authority, and 
the unjustified priority of flair over sys- 
tematic thought " And although the United 
States still has a long way to go in making 
opportunities equal for all citizens, Servan- 
Schreiber sees the egalitarian drive, espe- 
cially in the field of education, as basic to 
our influence and success. He warns that 
"fifteen years from now it is quite possible 
that the world's third great industrial 
power, .iust after the United States and 
Russia, will not be Europe, but American 
industry in Europe." 


Americans may consider such a state of 


affairs as beneficial. Bui there is the dan- 
ger of arrogance and pride, which our 
military might inspired to lead us into the 
bog of Vietnam Our Marshall Plan was 
conceived to rebuild Europe after World 
War II in part because we didn't want to 
stand alone against the Soviet Union. The 
economic help of a strong, unified Europe 
is essential if the underdeveloped nations 
of the world are to evolve from their 
misery. 


The development of Japan tends to bear 


out Servan-Schreiber's ideas. Japan was 
able to cast off the traditions that stifled 
innovation and it is obviously the leading 
nation of Asia 
The "brain dram" to the 


United States is also evidence of the ste- 
rility in so many other countries 


President Nixon's trip will not suddenly 


encourage Europeans to follow Servan- 
Schreiber's advice. Indeed, it is aimed 
more at renewing friendships and giving 
Ihe appearance of unity before the Presi- 
dent meets with the Russians about arms 
control and the dangers of direct confronta- 
tions But it does indicate the importance 
of Europe's role and continued develop- 
ment which President Nixon must believe. 


I w a s 
startled 
by the 


abruptness with which Presi- 
dent Nixon, at his first press 
conference, d i s m i s s e d the 
question of American policy 
towards Red China. I am not 
one of those Machiavellians 
wno believe \ve should delib- 
erately try to play the Chinese 
oft against the Russians — it 
is usually a mistake in politics 
to get too clever — but I see 
no reason why we should give 
the Soviet Union any guaran- 
tees on the subject. It seems 
to me that American national 
interest is best served by 
keeping both Moscow and Pe- 
king unsettled. Conceivably we 
might be willing at some 
future date to cooperate with 
the Soviets in containing Pe- 
king, but any such commit- 
ment should have a high price 
tsg, e.g., the abandonment of 
Soviet support for the Arabs, 
Hanoi, and perhaps Casfro.

"Self-actualizing" 
means becoming who you arc 
It is the highest and final step 
in human development, and it 
has become possible for many 
people only in recent times. 


The human personality has 


certain basic biological needs

hungers that must be fed, 
fears that must be allayed, 
physical demands that must 
be gratified 


After this, there arc certain 


social and emotional demands 
made on, and by, the personal- 
ity — for learning, for status 
of some kind, for group identi- 
fication, for survival and sup- 
port as a social being. These 
earliest and "lower" needs 
must be al least adequately 
met before the individual can 
concern 
himself 
with other 


levels of being 


"Self-actualization" is what 


Ihe person wants to become 
with himself, not as a bio- 
logical creature or as a unit in 
the mechanism of his soc.ety, 
but in the very core of his 
personal existence — so that 
his particular life has point 
and purpose and gives expres- 
sion lo values that are more 
Mian biologically or culturally 
determined 


In most societies of the past, 


there has been little chance to 
do this, or even to fhink about 
it very much; the struggle for 
mere physical existence was 


so intense and protracted thai 
the individual organism fought

and equilibrium.
